TWIN FALLS - ’Ilie airport’.s new name 
ju.st miglit not fly, the City Council decided 
Monday. 

“We made a mistake. Let’s admit it,” 
Councilman Howard ;\Jlen said. 

Next Monday, the City Council will re- 
consider its decision to christen the city- 
county airport at Joslin Field "Idaho’s 
South Central Airport; Gateway to the 
Great Rift and Sun Valley" - a decision 
that has drawn criticism from business 
loaders, a fomer councilwoman and others 
in the past week.

Clinton plans to unveil a fiscal 
1997 budget today calling for 
nearly SIOO billion in tax cuts 
over the next seven years, doc- 
uments show. 

The plan also projects a bal- 
anced budget by 2002 and as- 
.sumes Clinton will strike a deal 
with Republicans for some 
quick savings. 

Pages from the president’s 
election-year budget, obtained 
by The Associated Press, show 
that Clinton expects a $164.2 
billion deficit in fiscal 1997, 
which' heginS- Q rt. 1 . tlm pning- 
to a $7,6 billion surplus in 2002. 
That would be the first year the 
government completed with 
black ink in its ledger book 
since 1969.

Clinton and Republicans aimed 
at for balancing the budget dur- 
ing their yearlong, inconclusive 
fiscal battle last year, 

The president’s decision to 
retain 2002 as a target — which 
congrcs-sional Republicans plan 
to do as well — reflects a desire 
to avoid accusations that they 
•are letting their budget-balanc- 
ing deadline slip. 

As Clinton prepared to re- 
lease his package, he planned 
to meet Wednesday with Hou.se 
-Speaker Nem Gingrich, R-Ga.,

While House aides said the 
meeting’s scheduling does not 
signal a breakthrough in the 
budget talks. ' 

The president’s fiscal recipe 


follows the outline he released 
last month and offers he made 
during budget talks with Re- 
pOblicnns. 

It would rely mostly on $124 
.billion in savings from Medi- 
care, $59 billion from Medicaid, 
$40 bUlidh from welfare, plus 
$297 billion from annually ap- 
proved general government 
programs. 

■ITicre would be $99.7 billion 
in tax cuts through 2002 — 
about half of what Republicans 
have proposed — largely for 
families and small Irusincsses. 

The proposal retains'Clin- 
ton’s tax credit for children, 
which would provide $500 
when finiy phased in, and a 
new tax deduction for college 
tuition, which would be worth 
$10,000 when fully put into ef- 
fect. 

The president was detailing 


his plan six weeks after he re- 
leased an overview to satisfy a 
legal deadline. 

Clinton is certain to argue 
during his re-election campaign 
that his formula for halancitig 
the budget is less harsh than 
competing Republican plans 
and docs more to boost pro- 
grams vital to economic growth 
such as education, environment 
and high technology'.

Hats off to Cassia County,- 
home of efficiency 


Any public of^cial or taxpayer 
would love the kind of results that 
were reported in Cassia County last 
week. 

Since ilic Hurley Police Depart- 

inent combined with the Cassia 
• County Sheriff’s Department 10 
years ago, fewer employees are get- 
ting more work done, using bettor 
ecpiipmenl and saving taxpayers 
money. Those employees also ap- 
pear to be happier on the job. 

This oiiicomc .should attract the 
attention of every city and county in 
Idaho. For. while joint services may 
not always work, C;i.s.sia County’s ex- 
perience shows they sometimes can 
work splendidly. 

A low population density is one 
large benefit of living in Idaho. But 
our cherished elbow room can also 
make .services inefficient. 

Cassia County arid Burley figured 
out in the 1980s that paying for two 
separate law-enforcement agencies 
was a hefty burden on a small com- 
munity. So tliey consolidated the de- 
partments under the sheriffs com- 
mand.

I became legally blind when 1 
was 34 due to complications of dia- 
betes. I drove for a short time after los- 
ing the greater portion of my eyesight, 
but stopped when n man su^csted thdt 
I might endanger other people. My ■ 
transition to becoming a non-driver was 
easy; I handed my car keys to my loving 
wife who look over the driving respon-^ 
sibilitics. Most of the lime, this arrange- 
ment works very well. 1 also have 
friends and co-workers who provide 
transportation for me when they ore 
available, and I use Atkinson’s Taxi 
Service when rides arc not available. 
Works good for mu, but what do other 
people who have been self-sufficient all 
their livc.s do when they face having to 
give up their independence as drivers. 

Our rural communities, while proud 
and dependable, do not always-havc 

— the resources necessary to provide ade 

quate public transportation for persons 
who need it, and voIumcC-r drivers are 
not easy to come by. 

Living Independence Network Corp. 
has been working with the Idaho Trans- 
portation Dcpartmcni, the State Inde- 
pendent Living Council, a group of ’

Man faces, 
new trial 
in rape case 


BURLEY - A man convicted more 
than two years ago in the brutal rape 
and healing of a Burley woman is back 
— ih-hiwn-foi'-a-new-irial, — ^ ^ — r 

Ailorneys spent Monday working 
through pre-trial hearings and selecting 
a jury for tlie rape trial of Cilberi 
Chapa, 44. The case is scheduled lo con- 
tinue throughout the rest of the week 
- Ill the Cassia Coiinly Courthouse. 

In August, the Idaho Court of 
Appeals overturnt-ii Chapa’s 1993 ton- 
viciion. Tlie court agreed with Cliapa's 
claim that the jury had not been prop- 
erly instructed. Chapa was charged 
with one count of rape. The Court nf 
Appeals said Cliapa wasn’t formally 
churgcd'with being an accessory, bm 
the jury was instructed it could also 
find Chiipa guilty for helping another 
man commit the rape. 

After jurors found Chapa guilty of 
helping Roy Garcia rape and beat the 
then-37-year-old woman, Fifth District 
Judge Roger Burdick sentenced Chapa 
to 20 years to life in prison. 

Tiiis iime around, Chapa again is on 
trial for one count of rape, but he also 
faces the additional charge of aiding 
and abetting in the rape. 

The men were accused of driving the 
woman lo a field west of town and rap- 
ing her on Oct. 17, 1992. T hey had met 
her in a bar. 

Burdick said he hatl never seen a 
crime so brutal. The damage done to 
the victim was “like the work of mad 
dogs.” he said.

Palisades, which operates a fish- 
ing guide business in the sum- 
mer. "We’re getting rid of some 
water now instead of in June or 
July.” 

Last year, wild mid-July flows 
topping 22,000 cfs killed the fish- 
ing for two weeks during prime 
fishing time. 

“It’.s safe to say that tjic flows 
we had last year in July were 
unmanilgeahle and unfishahlc 
and posed a safety problem as 
well,” said Kearns. ’’Effectively, 
we were out of business for 10 
days.” 

Idaho Faljs electric division 
direetdr Mark Gendron said the 
15,400 cfs reported running 
through town Monday is most he 
has seen at ihis'lime of year. 

Gendron said the high flow 
actually means less power gener- 
ation for the city’s four hydro- 
electric plants. 

“As the river comes up, we lose 


generating (capability),' 
Gendron said. “We've lost a little, 
but if it stays like this, I’ll be 
Gappy." 

One person who is not glad 
about the higli flows is diaries 
Ray of Idaho Rivers United. 

The spring salmon migration 
will not start until the beginning 
of April, and Ray said he would 
•like to see dam operators hang 
onto their water a little longer so 
it can be released to help flush 
the young fish to the ocean. 

“They operate the system with 
no flexibility whatsoever,” he 
said. 

“They’re following mimbers on 
a sheet of paper instead of using 
the flexibility within the system 
to the benefit of the fish.” 

But because of the healthy 
mountain snowpack, Ray said the 
overall outlook for the spring 
migration looks “a hell of a lot 
better than we’ve hud in the last 
few years.”
